CALLS FOR ACTION BY MEMBER STATES TO CONTROL THEIR NATIONAL 
OIL COMPANIES (DRAFT INDIAN SC RESOLUTION), EXPANSION OF 
SOUTH AFRICAN SANCTIONS TO INCLUDE OIL SANCTIONS., 

OBVIOUS UNHAPPINESS OVER DISUNITY OF ZIMBABWE LIBERA- 
TIONS MOVEMENTS, DISTRUST OVER SMITH'S INTENTIONS, AND 
RESERVED SUPPORT FOR ANGLO-AMERICAN INITIATIVE (WITH

STATEMENT SUPPORTING ARMED STRUGGLE AND FRONT LINE

STATES (FLS). SPOKESMAN MADE NO DIRECT COMMENT ON 
UK/US PROPOSALS. 

2. ROMANIA REP NOTED ROMANIA'S POSITIVE ROLE IN 
SECURITY COUNCIL, CALLED FOR EXTENSION OF SANCTIONS 
AGAINST RHODESIA, AND MADE LWO KEY APPEAL FOR EXTENSION 
OF SANCTIONS AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA. HE STATED THAT 
CONDITIONS WERE GOOD FOR NEGOTIATIONS, SUPPORTED 
APPOINTMENT OF PREM CHAND AND CALLED FOR GREATER 

UN COMMITMENT IN RHODESIA. 

3. AMBASSADOR KONIE OF ZOMBIA'S PRESENTATION WAS 
NEITHER FISH NOR FOWL. AFTER NOTING THAT WAR 
SITUATION MEANT PATRIOTIC FRONT(PF) HAD BECOME 
VANGUARD OF LIBERATION STRUGGLE, SHE WELCOMED UK 
DECISION TO ASSUME ITS RESPONSIBILITIES FOR RHODESIA. 

KONIE STATED US INTEREST IN SETTLEMENT ZIMBABWE 
WAS SIGNIFICANT, SINCE RACIST MINORITY REGIMES HAD 
REPEATEDLY STATED THEY WERE CUSTODIANS OF WESTERN 
INTERESTS IN SOUTHERN AFRICA. IN EFFECT, US HAD 
CALLED BLUFF OF THESE CLAIMS AND UNEQUIVOCALLY 
IDENTIFIED ITSEFL WITH OPPERSSED PEOPLE AND JUST 
CAUSE OF MAJORITY RULE AND INDEPENDENCE. THIS WOULD, 

IN PART, VINDICATE USG STAND ON HUMAN RIGHTS. 

4. KONIE NOTED FLS HAD ACCEPTED UK/US PROPOSALS AS 
UNCLASSIFIED 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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BASIS FOR NEGOTIATIONS. THIS POSITION WAS 
CONSONANT WITH POSITION OF PF, WHICH DID NOT REJECT 
ENTIRE PROPOSAL, BUT DID FIND SOME OF ITS PROVISIONS 
UNACCEPTABLE. ZAMBIA BELIEVED PF HAD RIGHT TO 
ACCEPT, AMEND OR REJECT ANY PART OF WHITE PAPER IN 
ORDER TO "FORGE FREELY OUT OF ANGLO-AMERICAN PROPOSALS 
AN AGREEMENT FOR THEIR SIGNATURE." 

5. KONIE STATED ZAMBIA COULD NOT AGREE THAT FOCAL 
POINT OF ANGLO-AMERICAN PROPOSALS SHOULD BE ELECTIONS 
BEFORE INDEPENDENCE. ISSUE IN ZIMBABWE WAS NOT 
ELECTIONS, BUT WHO WOULD BELL THE CAT. US AND UK 
SHOULD MAKE Cl .EAR WHAT MEASURES THEY WERE READY 
AND WILLING TO TAKE TO INSURE SMITH'S REMOVAL. 

ZAMBIA DID NOT OPPOSE ELECTIONS, BUT RATHER THEIR 
TIMING. ZAMBIA DID NOT ADVOCATE AUTOMATIC HAND-OVER 
OF POWER TO PF, BUT RATHER WAS SEARCHING FOR FORMULA 
TO ACCOMODATE VARIOUS VIEWS IN ZIMBABWE. OF CARDINAL 
IMPORTANCE WAS NEED TO ENSURE THAT PF FORCES FORMED 
BACKBONE OF MILITARY AND SECURITY APPARATUS TO 
GUARANTEE GENUINE AND ORDERLY ACCESSION OF INDE- 
PENDENCE. 
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6. KONIE STATED THAT PAST ZAMBIAN COOPERATION WITH 
UK/US INITIATIVE WAS IN SPIRIT OF SECURING GENUINE 
AND EALRY SETTLEMENT. THE ALTERNATIVE ZAMBIAN 
PROPOSALS HAD BEEN MADE IN THIS SPIRIT, AND WERE 
INTENDED TO PROMOTE SUCCESS OF UK/US INITIATIVE. 

HOWEVER, CERTAIN ATTITUDES, TRENDS AND TENDENCIES 
HAD MADE IT POINTLESS FOR ZAMBIA TO CONTINUE CONTRIB 
UTING TO PROPOSALS. ZAMBIA DEPLORED ATTITUDE OF 
CERTAIN COUNTRIES TO USE ZAMBIA AS SCAPEGOAT FOR

7. KONIE CHARACTERIZED INTERNAL SETTLEMENT PROPOSALS

9. LIBERIAN REP CALED FOR STRICTER ENFORCEMENT AND 
EXTENSION OF SANCTIONS TO SOUTH AFRICA, CALLED ON UN 
TO AID UK IN DISCHARGING ITS RESPONSIBILITIES AND 
CHARACTERIZED UK/US PROPOSALS AS SOUND BUT IMPERFECT 
BASIS FOR NEGOTIATIONS. 

10. FRG AND BELGIANS FIRMLY SUPPORTED UK AND US 
ACTIONS TO DATE. GERMANS NOTED NO GROUP SHOULD BE 
EXCLUDED FROM DISCUSSIONS AND STATED SLOW PACE OF 
CARVER/PREM CHARD MISSIONS WAS DUE TO HESITATION OF 
CONCERNED AFRICAN PARTIES. BELGIANS STRESSED DELICATE 
STATE OF CURRENT US NEGOTIATIONS. 

11. INDONESIAN REP SUPPORTED ARMED STRUGGLE, INDIAN

12. JAPANESE REP SUPPORTED WHITE PAPER PROPOSALS AS 
ONLY EXISTING FORMULA PROVIDING FRAMEWORK FOR 
PEACEFUL SETTLEMENT. EXISTING SANCTIONS SHOULD BE 
MAINTAINED, AND STRENGTHENED WHEN APPROPRIATE IN 
LIGHT OF DEVELOPMENTS. HE SAID IT WAS CLEAR THAT 
DISUNITY OF LIBERATION MOVEMENTS WAS HARMFUL TO

HE ATTACKED ROLE OF MULTINATIONAL CORPORATIONS AND

HE CALLED FOR FULL CHAPTER VII SANCTIONS AGAINST 
RHODESIA AND ECONOMIC SANCTIONS AGAINST SOUTH 
AFRICA. 

15. SOVIET REP CHARACTERIZED SMITH INTERNAL SETTLE- 
MENT PROPOSALS AS ATTEMPT TO STALL FOR TIME AS 
WELL AS ATTEMPT TO CREATE CIVIL WAR IN ZIMBABWE. 

HE EXPRESSED SUPPORT FOR PF AND ZAMBIAN GOVERNMENT 
UNCLASSIFIED 

UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND CALLED ON UK TO TURN OVER POWER TO "TRUE 
REPRESENTATIVES OF PEOPLE." HE ALSO CONDEMNED 
ATTACKS ON MOZAMBIQUE. 

16. SOVIET REP STATED ANGLO-AMERICAN PROPOSALS, WHICH 
HAD NUMBER OF POSITIVE PROVISIONS. PRIMARILY AIDED 
RACISTS AND WOULD RESULT IN NEOCOLONIALIST SETTLEMENT. 
PLAN FAILED TO ADDRESS HOW TO REMOVE SMITH AND CALLED 
FOR CAPITULATION OF PF FORCES. IT COULD SCARCELY 
SERVE AS BASIS OF NEGOTIATION AND USSR COULD 

NEITHER DIRECTLY NO INDIRECTLY SUPPORT IT. 

SOVIET REP ALSO OBJECTED TO ANY UN INVOLVEMENT WITH 
UK/US PLAN. 

17. BULGARIANS, GDR AND HUNGARY MADE STATEMENTS 
FOLLOWING SOVIET LINE. BULGARIANS CONCENTRATED ON 
ATTACKING ROLE OF US CORPORATIONS AND CALLED FOR 
DIRECT TRANSFER OF POWER TO PF. GDR CONCENTRATED 
ON MERCENARIES AND CALLED FOR SETTING OF CONCRETE 
DEADLINES FOR END OF WESTERN INITIATIVES IN 
NAMIBIA AND RHODESIA. HUNGARY EMPHASIZED RHODESIAN 
ATTACKS ON MOZAMBIQUE AND EFFORTS OF INTERNATIONAL 
IMPERIALISM TO DIVID FORCES STRUGGLING FOR 
FREEDOM OF ZIMBABWE. 

18. ETHIOPIAN REP STRESSED ROLE OF AMF.D 
STRUGGLE, ATTACKED NEGOTIATIONS WHICH DELAYED 
INDEPENDENCE, AND CALLED FOR INTENSIFICATION OF 
ARMED STRUGGLE SINCE SANCTIONS WOULD NOT BRING DOWN 
SMITH REGIME. HE ALS ATTACKED "SCANDALOUS "ROLE

19. IVORY COAST REP PRESENTED UPBEAT STATEMENT 
WHICH SUPPORTED UK/US INIIATIVE. HE STATED

AFRICAN STATES, AS BASIS FOR NEGOTIATIONS. HE

20 SRI LANKA REP'S ADDRESS WAS CONVOLUTED ATTACK

ARMED STRUGGLE. HE STATED COLONIAL DIVIDE 
AND RULE TACTICS WERE NOT DIVIDE AND DELAY. WEST 
SHOUOD COUNTER SOVIET SUPPORT TO LIBERATION MOVE- 
MENTS BY PROVIDING ARMS TO LIBERATION MOVEMENTS, 

AND DECISION AS TO WHO WAS AUTHENTIC REP OF PEOPLE OF 
ZIMBABWE SHOULD BE LEFT TO AFRICA COUNTRIES. RACISM WAS MOST 
IMPORTANT ISSUE IN SOUTHERN AFRICA AND RACIST 
SMITH WOULD ONLY DEAL HONORABLY WITH THOSE WHO

CHAND MISSION AND DRAFT INDIAN SC RESOLU-

CIVIL STRIFE WHICH EXISTED, AND CALLED FOR

24. CHINESE REP MADE STANDARD ATTACK AGAINST

PLAN AFTER ANOTHER DESIGNED TO PRESERVE RACIAL 
AND COLONIAL DOMINATION. AS USUAL. UNNAMED SOVIETS 
TOOK HEAVIER BEATING FOR COVETING NATURAL 
RESROUCES AND STRATEGICPOSITION, SOWING DISCORD 
AMONG LIBERATION MOVEMENTS, AND ATTEMPTING TO

25. MADAGASCAR REP NOTED SMITH HAD REJECTED ALL

BY PF AND SAID SMITH PROPOSALS WERE EFFROT TO 
LAUNCH CIVIL WAR. HE TOOK PF POSTION THAT UK

POTENTIAL FOR SUCCESS. GUYANA WAS READY TO SUPPORT 
ANY MEANINGFUL INITIATIVES FOR FOURHT COMMITTEE. 

27. VIETNAMESE REP MADE REPEATED ATTACKS AGAINST 
US, UK AND IMPERIALIST ROLE IN RHODESIA. HE STATED 
US HAD NO ROLE TO PLAY IN CRISIS, ATTACKED US OIL 
COMPANIES, US IMPORTATION OF CHROME AND OTHER 
STRATEGIC MATERIALS, AND US MILITARY ASSISTANCE. 

HE SUPPORTED CONTINUING ARMED STRUGGLE UNDER 
LEADERSHIP OF PF. 

28. IRANIAN REP REGRETTED FACT THAT UK/US INITIATIVE 
HAD NOT SUCCEEEDED, BUT HOPED IT WAS NO COMPLETELY 
DEAD. HE CALLED FOR END TO DISUNITY AMONG LIBERATION 
FORCES AND CREATION OF UNITED NATIONAL FRONT. 

HE STATED IRANIAN GOVERNMENT CONSIDERED OIL A 
COMMODITY AND HAD THEREFORE NOT PARTICIPATED IN 
ARAB OIL EMBARGO. IRAN HAD ASKED FOR ASSURANCES 
THAT ITS OIL WAS NOT BEING SHIPPED TO RHODESIA, 

BUT IRAN HAD NO CONTROL OVER ITS FINAL DESTINATION. 

29. AUSTRIAN REP NOTED AUSTRIAN PUBLIC AND PRIVATE 
ASSISTANCE TO LIBERATION MOVEMENTS. HE STRONGLY 
CALEED FOR CONTINUATION OF NEGOTIATIONS WHILE 
NOTING THAT PRESSURES AGAINST RHODESIA MUST BE 
INTENSIFIED. UNITY OF LIBERATION MOVEMENTS WAS 
PREREQUISITE FOR SUCCESS. HE WELCOMED BOTH UK/US 
INITIATIVE FOR SUCCESS. HE WLCOMED BOTH UK/US 
INITIATIVE AND PREM CHAND APPOINTMENT, AND HOPED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MOMENTUM FOR SETTLEMENT WOULD NOT BE LOST. 
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
